ounder onely, but a propagatour of | 
humane kinde ) ſtole yp to' heauen 
| with a bundlepf twigs, which hee 
| kindlingat the Chariot of the Sun, 
came downe againe , and commu: 
nicated it with men : And yet they 
ſay, that (notwithſtanding this ex+ 
| cellent workeof his) hee was requi- 
ted with ingratitude, in a treache- 
rous conſpiracie : For they accuſed 
both him and his invention to 1«- 
piter, which was not fo taken as 
was meetit(hould, for the informa- 
tion was pleaſing to Jupiter and all 
the Gods. * Andthereforein a mer- 
ry mood, pgraunted vnto men, not 
onel thevks of fire, bur perpetuall 
outhalſo, a boone moſt accepta- 
le and defireable.

| ©, Neither is it added without con- 
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{ideration , that certaine particles 
weretaken from dierſc living crea- 
tures, and mixt and tempered with 
that clayie male , becauſeit ismoſt 
true.that of all thinges comprehen- 
ded within the compaſſe of the vni- 
verſe, Man is athing moſt mixc and 
compounded, inſomuch that he was 
welltermed by the Auncients, A lit- 
tle world : for although che Chy- 
micques does! with too much curio- 
ſitie, cake and reſt the elegancie. of 
this word ( Ioerocoſme) to the let- 
ter, contending to finde in man all 
minerals, all vegetables and chereſt, 
or any thing that holdes proportion,

the multiplicity and excellency of o- 

tion haue their re{(1dence in mize 
ture and compolition, and yet neuers 
theletſe, man in his originals, ſeemes 
to beea thing vnarmed , and naked, 
and ynable to helpeit ſelfe, as nec- 
ding the aydof many things ; there- 
fore Promethews made haſte to finde 
out fire, which ſuppeditates & yeelds

mentof inſtruments ; fire deſerues

trueth was drowned in the depthes 
of obſcurity , and that falſe things 
were wonderfully ioyned and inter- 
mixt with true ( as for thenew Aca- 
demie that exceeded all meaſure) 
then of the confident and pronun» 
tiative ſchoole of friforle. Let 
men therefore bee admoniſhed , that 
by acknowledging the imperfeQi» 
ons of Nature and Arte , they are 
gratefull to the Gods, and ſhall thes- 


| by obtaine new benefits and greater 


fauours at their bountiful! hands, 
and the accuſation of Prometheus 
their Authour and Maſter, (though 
bitter and vehement ) will conduce 
moreto their profit, then to. bee ef- 
fuſeinthe congratulation of his in- 
vention: forina word,the opinion 
of hauing enough, is to bee accoun- 
ered oneof the greatelt cauſes of ha» 
uing to2lictle.  - | 
Now as touching the kind'of gift 
which men arelayd to hauereceiued 
in reward of .their accuſation ( to, 
. WI, 
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wit, an euer fading flowerof youth) 
it is coſhewe; that the Ancients ſee- 
med not to deſpayreof atrayning the 
skill by meanes and medicines , to 
put oft olde age, and to prolong lite, 
but'this to bee numbred rather a- 
mong ſuch things as ( hauing beene 
once happily attayned vnto) are 
now through mens negligence and 
careleſneſle, vtterly periſhed andloſt; 
then'among ſuch as haue beene al- 
wayes denied and never granted : 
For they {ignifie and ſhewe, that by 
affoording the true vſe of fire, and 
by a good and Rerneaccuſation and 
conuiction of the errours of Arte, 
the divine bountie is not wanting 
vnto men in the obtayniog of ſuch 
gifrs, but men are wanting tothem= 
ſelues in laying this gift of the Gods 
ypon the backe of a (illy and flow- 
paced afle, which may ſeeme to bee. 
Experience, a ſtupid thing, and full 
of delay : from whole leaſurely and 
fnaile like pace, proceedes that conft- 

laint of lifes breuiry, and Artes 
ength. And,to ſay the tructh, I = 

0 
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of this opinion, that thoſe two''fa- 
culties Dogmaticall and Empirical, 
arenot as yet well ioyned and cous 
pled together , but as new gifts of 
the Gods impoſed either vpon phi- 
loſophicall abſtraftions, 'as vpon a 
flying bird, or vpon flow and dull 
experienceas ypon an alle. And yet, 
mee thinkes, I would not entertaine 
an ill conceir of this alle.if it meer not 
for the accidents of travel and thirſt: 
for I am perſwaded,that who ſo con- 
ſtantly goes on, by the condu@ of 
experience , as by a certayne rule 
and method, and not couers to meet 
with ſuch experiments by the way, 
as conduce, eitherto gaine or ofter- 
tation (to obtayne which, hemuſt 
 befainetolay downe&: ſell this bur- 
den) may prooue no vnhit porterto 
beare this newe addition of diuine 
munificence. 

Now, in that this gift is ſaydeto 
paſſe from men to ſerpents, it may 
ſcemeto bee addedro the Fable for 
ornaments ſakein a manner , valetſe 
it were inſerted to ſhame men , that 
hauing 
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hauing the vſe of that celeſtjall fre, 
and of ſo many arts,'arenotable to 
get vnto themſelues ſuch things as 
Nature it ſ{elfe beſtowes ypon many 
other creatures, 

But that ſydden reconciliation of 
men to Prometheus, after they were 
fruſtrated of their hopes, contaynes 
a profitable and wiſe note, ſhewing 
the leuity & temerity of men in new 
experiments : for if they haue not 
preſent ſucceiſe anſwerable to their 
expeation, with too ſudden haſte 
deliſt from that they began, and with - 
precipicancy returning to their for- 
mer experiments are reconciled to 
thera againe. 

The fate of man. in reſpe& of 
Artes, and ſuch things as concerne 
the intellect, being row deſcribed, 
theparable pallech to Religion : For 
after the planting of Artes followes 
the ſctting of | diuine principles, 
which hypocriſie hath ouerfpread 
and polluted, By that twofold Sa- 
crifice theretore 1s elezantly  ſha-. 
dowd out , the pezlons uf a true re- 
ligious 
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ligious man and an hypocrite. In 
ey is contzined fatnetle, which 
(by reaſon of 'the inflamation and 
'furnesthereof) is called the portion 
of God, by which his affeton and 
zeale (tending to Gods glory, and 
aſcending towardes heauen) is figni- 
fied.” In himalſo arecontained the 
bowels of charitie , and in him is 
founde that good and wholeſome 
| fleſh. Whereasin the other, thereis 
| nothing but drie and naked bones, 
which neuertheleſſe doe ſtuffe vp 
_ thehide, and make ir appeare like 
a faire and goodly ſacrifice: By this 
may well bee meant thoſe externall 
and vaine rites, and emprtie Cere- 
monies by which mendoeoppretle 
and fill vp che (incere worſhippe of 
God, thinges compoſed rather for 
oltentation then any way condu- 
| cingrotruepierie. Neither doeth 
hold ic ſufficieat to offer ſuch mock- 
facrifices vnto God, except they al- 
ſolay them before him, as if hee had 
choſen and beſpoke them, Certain-

Hauing now toucht the ſtate of 
Religion , the parable converts it } 
ſelfe ro the: manners and conditions 
of humanelife, Anditisa common, 
butapts interpretation, by Pandors 
to be meant pleaſure and yoluptuoul- 
nelſe, which ( whenthe ciuill life is 
pampered with too much Arte, and 
culture, and ſuperfluicie ) is ingen- 
dred, as it were, by the efficacy of 
fire , and therefore the worke of vo+ 
luptuouſnelle is attributed vnto V#l- 
cany who alſo himſelfe doth repre- 
ſent fire.

His abode was 
in a mountaine neecre the Citic of 
Thebes, hec keptalſo thang) waies, 
and yſed to lie in ambuſh fortraucl- 
lers , and fo to ſurprize them ; to 
whom (beeing in his power) he pro- 
pounded certaine darke and intri- 
cateriddles , which were thougheto 
haue beene giuen and recciued of the 
Muſes.

And therefore to mee it 
appeares, that the Wiſedome of the 
Ancients haue with 'a further reach 
or inlight ſtraind deeper matter out 
of them, not valike to Grapes ill

| leftbehind. Theſe Sirever are ſayd 
to bethe daughters of Achelors and 

T repſichcres one of the Muſes. Who 
in their firſt beeing were winged, 
but after raſhly entring into conten- 
tion with the Muſes were by them 
vanquiſhed , and depriued of their 
wings. Of whoſe plukt out Feas- 
thers the Muſes made themſclues 
| Coro« 
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Coronets, So as euer fince that 
timeall the Muſes haue attired theme 
ſelues with plumed heades, except 
Terpſichores onely that was morher 
to the Sirexes, The habiration of the 
Sirenes was in certaine pleaſant 
Hands, from whence as foone as .
